New (trclers by tlic VUU t IiiKiiicer.

The necessity for more strinpent orders for
the Kovcmnicnt of the firemen has b'jen very
apparent dorinir tbe part few month", tin
bntuiday Chief Engne er Downey issued the fol
lowing auaiur.nai riues:

('flico of the Chief tneineer, Phlladelnhia,
Febiuarv 1. 1869. Citv li all. 8. W. ojruer Fifth
and Ciieputu streets To tbe Companies com
posing the Philadelphia tire Department; Tho
following; regulations, based on those I'jeued by
my predecessor, aua lounu lo oo necessary by
my own expcr.enue, will fto into operation at nil
tins occurring aner tue l.u ins, it is believed
a general compliance wi'h them will add
Krrutly to the efficiency of companies, and re-
move many of the evil which, in consequence
ot inadequate laws, have grownup in the de- -

puilmerit. Any company wuiiiliy dn-rej- ? irdmi
ihcm. alter the above dale, will render them
selves liable to immediate suspeu-iou- .

i. wneii u nre occurs witniu tue oounus or a
company, but in a district o'.her iban that in
which It is located, tue oiucer lu command or
(aid ecru puny ehall report the arrival ol the
same on tbe fire ground, and await Instruc-
tions bctore coiiift into actual service. This
lule does pot apply to companies looted on the
line of any di.iir ct when the fire occuis in tho
distm t ndjolning ou said line.

II. liooa and ladder companies will ro. re
move the ladders (torn their trucks until ordered
to do so, except in cases of unusual urcucy,
ai d before the urrivul of the chief or assistant
ecpltieers.

ill. streams villi be niiowed to be thrown
rom the btnet, unlc.-- s when orders to tlo sj

are given by the chief or assistant engineer.
IV. hen a ere is exlimiuibhcd. the chief or

an assistant will nrder the nearest engiues to
give three signals in succession with their
wnuties. xuereupon tue ouierent engineers
will rpi at the signal, and stop their engines or
detach tie hose connecting therewith. To
tender this rule effective, engineers of steamers
are requested not to nsc the whistles or their
engines on the fire ground, except for giving
i bio signal; and tbey are especially warned not
to imi'ate the signal, unle 8 ordered to do so by
the officers herein specified.
- V. llo&e companies and hook and ladder
companies will, immediately upon the removal
cf the nose or ladders from tbetr carriages or
irucks, cause their respective apparatus to be
r u oved a reasonable distance irom the imme-
diate fire ground, so that every facility to the
building on fire may be secured.

VJ. Where a line of hose is in service from a
plug which Iihb been given to a steam cneiue
company, the suction ot the engine must not be
attached thereto until the engine is otherwise
fully itady to go Into service.

VII. All c mpanles must refrain from leaving
their respective bouses on alarms coming irom
a district bcyoud their bounds.
